JEWISH ARMY COMMITTEE 


Statement on Lord Croft's 
Announcement 


The Committee for a Jewish Army have issued 
the {ollowing statement: Lord Siraboig:, who is a 
leading member of the Committee for a Jewish 
Acmy. opened the debate in the House of Lords on 
Tuesday. and with the support of Lord Melchett 
presented the case for the project urged by the 
Jewish Army Committee. 

The establishment of a Jewish Brigade, or Jewish 
Brigade Group, such as Lord Croft said the Govern- 
ment were carefully considering, would be a very 
advance along the lines. proposed by the 
Committee for a Jewish Army. A full memorandum 
setting out all the points put forward by the Com- 
mittee for a Jewish preg! including the proposal 
for the éxpansion of the Palestine Regiment ito a 
Sewish Division, or Group of Jewish Units, had 
been previously submitted to the Government on 
behalf of Lord Strabolgi, and had been the object 
of much. consideratton. 

This is the second important advance in the Jewish 
Army movement made as a result of the efforts 
of the Committee for a Jewish Army. The first was 
when Mr. lan Hannah, M.P., a member of the 
Jewish Army Committee, suppor(ed by several other 
M.P. members of the Commitice, initiated a debaic 
im the House of Commons, following which the 
Secretary of State for War, Sir James Grigg, 
announced that the Government had decided upon 
the creation of a Palestine Regiment with separate 
Jewish Batialions and promised not to limit them 
in numbers. 

The Secretary of State for War has agreed to 
receive a deputation of Parliamentary members ot 
the Committee for a Jewish Army, following to- 
day's debate in the House of Lords. in order to 
consider further points witich it is wished fo bring 
io his attention. 

A notice is on the Order Paper of the Heuse of 
Commons, put down by Mr. Joha D. Mack, M.?., 
and 52 other Members (most of them members of 
ihe Commitice for a Jewish Army) in similar terms 
to Lod Sieabolgis motion. hoped io obtain 
ae eavly date lor a debate on this motion.

SURGEON’S SELF-SACRIFICE 


British Jewish Doctor Who Staved 
With Tito’s Forces 

A story of a Jewish surgeon's high courage and 
complete self-sacrifice hes behind the news. recent! 
revealed, of the death through an cnemy-air rand last 
year in Occupied Europe of 


Major R. Siuppell, of the 
Royal Army Medical Corps. 
Major Stuppell had escaped 


with some brother-officers 
an enemy prisoner-of- 
war camp and had the.oppor- 
t© accompany them 
home, but. instead be decided 
to Stay on in Occupied Europe 
tO work as a medical officer 
among some of Marshal Tito's 
i partisans because of the great 
lack of doctors among those 
brave torces. It was while he 
pas thus engaged thaf he was 
ifled 

Major Stuppel! was serving 
in Tobruk when he was first captured by the Germans. 
After some weeks there, he planned with two ser- 
geants to escape. They picked up two South African 
officers also and all five walked througit the desert 
for five days and nights, suffering untold hardships, 
but unfortunately were recaptured south of the 
Ei Alamein ‘ine. They were later taken to Casserta 
Hospital, Naples, but because the Major was denied 
the proper facilities for carrying on his work as a 
surgeon, he decided to escape. Hé lowered himself 
from a window by a rope, and then followed an 
adventurous trail to the Swiss berder, only to be 
recaptured in front of the barbed wire by the Italian 
Carabinieri. 

When the ftalian armistice was declared, Major 
Siuppell was taken by the Germans to a transit 
camp in Austria—out of which he coolly walked the 
next morning. He made his way to the Yugoslav 
border, where he found the partisans camp. A 
British officer- who had also escaped later met him 
and reported that “with practically no equipment atid 
only such facilities as could be improvised, he was 
acting as a surgeon to the partisan wounded. lt was 
a hard life, but he felt bound to stay, as there were no 
surgeons for miles. Everywhere m this area ihe

MASSACRES 


Mr. Eden’s Tragic Confirmation 


HUNGARY'S ACTIONS FILL THIS 
COUNTRY WITH LOATHING” 


Mr. S. S. Silverman (Lab., Nelson and Colne) 
asked the Foreign Secretary on Wednesday (by 
private notice) whether he had any information as 
to the mass deportation of Jews now proceeding 
from Hungary to Poland for the purpose ol 
massacre: whether he could say how many had been 
slaughtered in this way in recent weeks, and whether 
there were any steps winch the Unsted Nations 
could take to prevent, in the moment of victory, 
the total annihilation of Luropean Jewry by 
Hitlerite Germany 

‘Mr. Eden replied: “ As regards the first and 
second points, | fear | have no definite information ; 
though there are, | greatly regret to say. strong 
indications from various reliable sources that the 
German and Hungarian authorities have already 
begun the barbarous deportations, and that in the 
course of them many persons have been killed. As 
regards the third point, there are unfortunately no 
signs that the repeated declaration by His Majesty's 
Government in association with other Uniied 
Nations, of their intention to punish the mstigators 
and perpetrators of these frightiul crimes, have 
moved the German Government, and their Hun- 
garian accomplices, either to allow the departure 
of even a small proportion of their victims, or to 
abate’ the fury of their persecution. The principal 
hope of preventing this tragic state of affairs must 
remain the speedy victory of the Allied Nations. 

Mr. Sjlverman asked if such information as Mr 
Eden had tended to confirm the figures which had 
been given im some quarters, namely that in recent 
days the number deported amounted to 400,000, of 
whom the number killed was already 100.000. Had 
he any information that the Hungarian Govern- 
ment had recently called upon thei various Police 
Presidents to speed up the process, so that i might 
be completed withm the next 20 days? 


No Figures Unless Absolutely Sure 


Mr. Eden said he had not heard of the last part 
In this terrible business, he would rather not give 
hgures unless he was absoluicly sure, because 1 
was bad cnough, God knows, without that. “ We 
have done all we can and shall do all we can. His 
Holiness the Pope made some representation a little 
time ago and the Kine of Sweden had also made 
an appeal. I am bound to say that the action and 
attitude of the Hungarian Government is one that 
fills this country with loathime 

Mr. Silverman, while appreciating to the full M: 
Eden's sympathy and constructive activity in this 
matter, asked if he realised that the Jewish Com- 
munity in Hungary was now the last remaiming 
organised Jewish community in Europe Could 
any further appeal be made, not to the butche 
gang now running German affairs but to the Hun- 
garian Government who had in the past fot resorted 
to thes kind of activity, except under German 
pressure? 

Mr. Eden said he had considered that. He agreed 
that it was the previous record of the Hungarian 


Government which made this so much more terrible 


a story. The last representations the British 
Government made were as late as last March 
endorsing the mitiative of President Roosevelt. He 
did not think he could add anything to that, though 
we would use the B.BC. to bring home to the 
Hungarian Government the feeling of this. House 
and nation in this matte: 

Mr, W. Gallacher (Com., W. Fife) asked whethe 
a direct appeal could be made to the Hungarian 
people to defend those Jew: 

Mr. Eden said that had becn done and was being 
done. it was as the result of a declaration made in 
Moscow that the orlginal -appeal was made, but he 
would consider the point furthe: 

Mr. A. Hopkinson (Nat... Mossley) asked. if it 
was not the first step in these matters to ascertain 
the real facts. 

Mr. Eden said he agreed. That was why he was 

unwilling to give figures. but he was afraid there 
could be little doubt in the main about what was 
going on. 
Mr. Graham White (Lib., Birkenhead) asked 
it would not serve a useful purpose if His Majesty's 
Government were to associate themselves formally 
with the representations made by the United States 
and the King of Sweden. 

Mr. Eden said: ** We have been completely in 
step with the United States Governmem about that 
The King of Sweden's position is different. as he 
a neutral.’

the other towns Mr. Gestetner spoke of an inte! 
esting chapel! im Delhi that had been built by the 
Americans. was completely undenominational 
and was borrowed by every religion. in turn. The 
Jews had it on Friday night. one of their numbe: 
acting as the monister, and British {roops were 
as welcome there as the Americans. They owed. 
he said. a great debt to the Americans for what 
they had done, They had got their Chaplains out 
there and they had invited the British men to share 
im all thear functions. 

That was all very well where those men happened 
to be in the same town. But there were many towns 
which were Britrsh entirely and where there were 
no American troops. Ang this was one of the prob- 
lems which thew Chaplam who was now out there 
would have to meet 

There was a certain amount of private hospitality 
in Calcutta and Bombay, continued Mr. Gestetner. 
and he paid tribute to the way in which Sir David 
and Lady Ezra afd Sir Victor Sassoon threw their 
houses open. A Jewish club, financed by Sis 
Victor Sassoon, had been opened in Bombay. 

In South Africa, their Jewish and non-Jewish 
troops were made very welcome everywhere. There 
was a large number of Chaplains and a large numbe: 
of Jewish families, and they were all very happy. 


British Tribute to Vishuv 


Coming to his visit to Palestine, he first referred 
to the fact that in Palestine the Jewish community 
had to offer hospitality not only to the Jews, but 
also to the non-Jews, and there were many more 
non-Jews.who went there on leave or were siationed 
there than there were Jews. Tigere were clubs every- 
where. The South African community sent a con- 
tribution, and when he was in Australia, thé Austra- 
lan Army authorities had asked him to convey their 
thanks to the Jewish authorities in Palestine for 
the hospitality nich the Australian troops had 
received. 

Mr. Gestetner quoted what the officer in charge 
of welfare at British headquarters had said to him; 
“ The Jewish Hospitality Committee under the 
auspices of the Jewish Agency have solved a big 
problem for me in a wonderful way.” 

It must be obvious to them from what he had 
said, continued the speaker, that there was a tre- 
mendous need which must be met. It was one 
which they must meet and not rely entirely on the 
Americans to carry. lt was their inescapable 
responsibility.

Lord Melchett's Support 


Lord Meichett said that Jews throughout the world arcatiy 
deared to be able to join in this fight against the ercatest 
eacaty that had ever afflicted them. in the form of some 
identifiable Jewish Unit.

MASSACRES 


Mr. Eden’s Tragic Confirmation 


HUNGARY'S ACTIONS * FILL THIS 
COUNTRY WITH LOATHING” 


Mr. S. S. Silverman (Lab., Nelson and Colne) 
asked the Foreign Secretary on Wednesday (by 
private notice) whether he had any information as 
to the mass deportation of Jews now proceeding 
from Hungary to Poland for the purpose of 
massacre : whether he could say how many had been 
slaughtered in this way im recent weeks, and whether 
there were any steps winch the United Natons 


could take to prevent, in the moment of victory, 
the total) annihilation of Luropean Jewry by 
Hitlerite Germany 

Mr. Eden replied: “ As regards the first and 


second points, I fear | have no definite information : 
though there are, | greatly regret to say. strong 
indications from various reliable sources that the 
German and Hungarian authorities have already 
begun the barbarous deportations, and that im the 
course of them many persons have been killed. As 
regards the third pomt, there are unfortunately no 
signs that the repeated declaration by His Majesty's 
Government im association with other Unrred 
Nations, of their intention to punish the instigators 
and perpetrators Of these frightful crimes, have 
moved the German Government. and ther Hun- 
garian accomplices, either to allow the departure 
of even a small proportion of therr victims, or to 
abate the fury of their persecution. The principal 
hope of preventing this tragic state of affairs must 
remain the speedy victory of the Allied Nations. 

Mr. Silverman asked if such information as M: 
Eden had tended to confirm the figures which had 
been given in some quarters, namely that in recent 
days the number deported amounted to 400,000. of 
whom the number killed was already 100.000. Had 
he any information that the Hungarian Govern- 
ment had recently called upon their various Police 
Presidents to speed up the process, so that it might 
be completed within the next 20 days? 


No Figures Unless Absolutely 
Mr. Eden said he 


Sure 
had not heard of the last part 


In this terrible business, he would rather not give 
heures unless he was absolutely sure, because 
was bad enough, God knows, without that. “ We 


have done all we can and shall do all we can. His 
Holiness the Pope made some representation a little 
time ago and the King of Sweden had also made 
an appeal fl am Sound to say that the action and 
atthttude of the Hungarian Government is one that 
hils this country with loathing.” 

Mr. Silverman, while appreciating to Ube full Mr 
Eden's sympathy and constructive activity in: this 
matter, asked if he realised that the Jewrsh Com 
munity in Hungary was now the last remamineg 
orgamsed Jewish community in Europe Could 
any further appeal be made, not to the butcher 
gang now running German affairs but to the Hun- 
garian Government who had in the past Mot resorted 
to this kind of activity, except under German 
pressure? 

Mr. Eden said he had considered that. He agreed 
that it was the previous record of the Hungarian 
Government which made this so much more terrible 
a story. The fast representations the British 
Government made were. as late as last March 
endorsing the initiative of President Roosevelt Hic 
did not think he could add anything to that, though 
we would use the B.B&¢ to home to the 
Hungarian Government the fecling of this House 
and nation in this matter. 

Mr. W. Gallacher (Com., W. Fife) asked whethe: 
a direct appeal could be made to the Hungarian 
people to defend those Jew 

Mr. Eden said that had been done and was being 
done. It was as the result of a declaration made in 
Moscow that the orlginal -appeal was made, but he 
would consider the point furthe: 

_ Mr. A. Hopkinson (Nat., Mossley) asked. if it 
was not the first Step in these maticrs to ascertain 
the real facts 

Mr. Eden said he agreed. That was why he was 

unwilling to give figures. but he was afraid there 
could be litle doubt in the main about what was 
going on. 
_ Mr. Graham White (Lib.. Birkenhead) asked it 
it would not serve a useful purpose if His Majesty's 
Government were to associate themselves formally 
with the representations made by the United State: 
and the King of Sweden. 

Mr. Eden said: “ We have been completely in 
step with the United States Government about that 
The King of Sweden's positidn is different, as 
a neutral.”

PAPER 


American Workers’ Demand 


The Central Labour Council of New York has 
adopted a resolution calling upon the American 
and British Governments to “ bring about the 
immediate and unequivocal repeal of the White 
Paper policy.” 

The Council represents 700 Labour unions with 
a total membership of over 1,000,000. 

An appeal to Great Britain to keep her pledge to 
the Jews by establishing a Jewish National Homic 
in Palestine was made by Mr. William Green, Pres- 
dem of the American Federation of Labour, address- 
ing the convention of the international Garment 
Workers’ Union held in Boston, Mass., recent! 

Mr. Green strongly condemned the White Paper 
policy and said that “ the American Labour Move- 
ment is embittered and disappointed at England's 
treatment of the Palestine problem. Our hearts 
bleed when we read of the atrocities commitied 
by the Nazis against the Jews, and we consider the 


closing of the doors of Palestine as a great crime.” - 


He added that “at the peace conference the 
American Federation of Labour will use us entire 
power and influence for seccurimg a permanent 
National Home for the Jews in Palestine. Although 
England retreated from her promise to the Jewish 
nation, we believe Palestine must be va free and 
independent country. To achieve this we shall fight 
for the abolition of all restrictions on Jewish 
mnugration mto Palestinc.”’ 

The end of British rale in Palcsiine was demanded 
by Mr. Green m a message to a banguct given in 
( hicago mm aid of funds for a Wedgwood memoria! 
in Palestine, “ir. Green declared that his organisa- 
iron “intends to press with all its power at the 
Peace Conference for the permanent cstablishment 
of the Jewish National Homeland.” 


A MATTER OF PRINCIPLE 


Brig.Gieneral Sir Wyndham Deedes told a meet- 
ing of members of the fur trade, held at Beaver Hall. 
Garlick Hill, E.C.4, last week, that he had devoted 
his. time and energy for the Jast 25 years to the 
Zion cause because he did not believe there was 
abroad in the world to-day a more important ques- 
tion, The reasons were tiat the Jewish question 
was a world-wide one: that this particular aspect 
of tt (Zvonism) came nearer to a solution than any

THE YISHUVY AND CITIZENSHIP 
Problems For The Leaders 


The failure of some 200,000 Jewish inhabitants oj 
Erciz Yisracl to take up Palestinian nationality 
(writes our Jerusalem correspondent) ts presenting 
a disquieting problem to Yishuv leaders, and it ts 
likely that a high-powered “ Education im Cuitizen- 
ship ” campaign will be launched by the Vaad 
Leumi this summer after the: clections to the 
Assefat Hanivcharim scheduled for August 1. 

The most common question of those deliberately 
avoiding or just neglecting to assume Palestimian 
citizenship is, “ What advantage can | derive trom 
tt is only in. Jerusalem that Palestinian 
nationality is a prerequisite for suffrage m connec- 
tion with the Municipal Council elections; no such 
condition obtains in polling for the Tel-Aviv Munt- 
cipal Counc 

On the other hand, the large majority of these 
200,000 non-Palestinians among Jewish residents 
Originate from Europe and possess the nationality 
of the countries of their former domicile, except m 
cases (such as Germany) where they have been 
deprived of it under the Nuremberg Laws. To such 
persons, obviously, Palestinian citizenship is a 
definite advantage. The polhtical value of a Yishwu 
entirely Palestimian in nationality no less than spirit 
need also hardly be stressed 


Making Post-War Claims Stronger 


The argument is advanced by Vaad Leumi leaders 
that the acquisition of. Palestinian citizenship will 
be of benefit to those European Jews whose property 
was confiscated or destroved by the Nazis in Ger- 
many and occumed territories. It is assumed there 
will be an international Reparations Fund atier the 
wal Germany will be compelled to provide 
colossal reparation jor the physical wrongs it has 
done Ihe Government of each nationality con- 
cerned will be the legal claimant for its mjured 
citizens. Consequently the position of the Polish 
or Czechoslovak or Dutch or Belgian Jew now i: 
Palestine will be that much stronger. if his claim is 
put forward on a Palestinian basis. 

Snould the claim be made by the Government ol 
his former domicile, the funds eventually collected 
irom the aggressor State will be applicd to recon- 
struction im the country in which the damage was 
effected. But if the claimant be legally a Palestinian. 
the moncy. will have to be sent to this country [or 
the rehabilitation of the person concerned, and thus 
Zionist constructive work will benefit, it is con- 
tended. 

One potent argument amogge those cvading 
naturalisation is, of course, their lack of faith in 
the. poliical future of Palestine and their own per- 
sonal security under a regime the.naturce of which 
Still unclarified, 


DEATH SENTENCE FOR ALLEGED 
TERRORIST 


Raphael Birnbaum, an alleged member of the 
“ Stern Group,” was sentengd to death by the 
Military Court in Jerusalem last week, after having 
been found guilty of the legal possession of fire- 
arms and explosives and also of firing at the police 
im Tel-Aviv on April 5. Birnbaum was found in 
possession of two bonrbs, a pistol, and 276 bullets 
when he was arrested in Tel-Aviv after he had shot 
and wounded a British constable and was himself 
wounded in the leg when the police returned the fire. 

After the sentence had been translated inio 
Hebrew, Birnbaum sang “ Hatikvah “ in the court 
room, and all, including the members of the court. 
stood up. Earlher he revealed that he was one of 
the 20 members of the “ Stern Group " who escaped 
from the Latrun detention camp after digging a 
iunnel. After making a political statement which 
lasted nearly five hotirs, and in which he charged 
the British regime with emulating the famous Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde—showing one face in England 
afd the other in Palestine—Birnbaum put on his 
cap and recited Psalm 144. 

Birnbaum, who disclosed in court that his real 
name is Shmaryahu Shmulevitz and who is a highly 
educated man, also quoted Kant and Carlyle in his 
Statement. The court rejected his demand that a 
subpana be served on the High Commissioner, Sir 
Harold Mac Michael, on Mr. Dayid Ben-Gurion, and 
on the Superintendent of Police in Jaffa, Harrington, 
whom the accused wished to call as witnesses in 
order to substantiate his political declarations. 

Before» leaving the court he turned to the 
reporters and said, “ Give my greetings to the 
Yishbuv.” 

The sentences passed on June 20 by the Military 
Court in Jerusalem on Anshel ben Aricl Shpilman 
and Chasia Shapiro (as reported in this paper last 
week) have been confirmed by the General Officer 
Commanding in Palesiine. Shpilman and Shapiro 
were sentenced for illegal ssession of arms to 
ten and four years’ imprisonment respectively,

PREFERENCES IN IMMIGRATION 
Refugees From Occupied Europe First 


Over 500 applications from residents in Palestme 
io in relatives from neutral or Oriental 
countries have been rejected lately by the Govern- 
ment Department of Migration (cables our Jcrusa- 
lem correspondent), Many applications were made 
months ago, but apparently the refusal comes 'rom 
the Government decision to suspend even the 
immigration of dependants from countries other 
than in occupied Europe from which refugees mighi 
succeed in escaping. 

Meanwhile, permits have been given to 200 Greek 
Jewish refugees who reached Syria recently to enter 
Palestine until December 1, this year, with the posst- 
bility of extending their sojourn until the end of the 
war. A. special commission, consisting of the 
Greek Orthodox Patriarch, the Greck Consul- 
General. and the Director of Migration, Mr. Eric 
Mulls. examines every case when application for 
the release of refugees from the camps here is made. 

i spoke to one such Jewish refugee from Athens 
who reached Jerusalem and who stated that he 
worked three years as an employee in a German 
military cartteen at the time when the Nazi Jew- 
hunt was at its height. He assumed a Greek name 
and was considerably assisted by the Greck. popu- 
lation. to whom he paid the highest tbuie, 
especially the E.A.M. partisans, who have done 
wonders in rescuing Greek Jewry and sending them 
mio saicty.

Deported to Death Camps 


Recent reports reaching the Occumenical Com- 
mission for Refugees which has us headquarters in 
Geneva, state that hundreds of thousands of Hun- 

rian Jews have aircady been put to death by the

According to the Commission, whose object is to 
aid refugees of all faiths, 400,000 Jews have been 
deported under most inhuman conditions to 
Auschwitz Camp in Upper Silesia 

Further reports describe the rivairy between the 
Hungarians and the German Nazis in siaugitering 
the Jews. It is said that the Hungarians are dis- 
paying even greater cruelty than their Nazi over- 

ds 

These reports declare that 400,000 Jews have been, 
liquidated, that is to say, the able-bodied young 
have been conscripted for slave-labour whee the 
rest have been“ deported in sealed trucks to the 
death camps of Poland 

The Hungarian Minister of the Interwr. a few

The Federal Council of Churches in America ha 
announced that mt has received from the Worid 
Avancil of Churches in Geneva a report disclosing 
that over 400,000 Jews have aiready been deported 
from Hungary to Poland. The report adds that 
deportations are proceeding at the rate of 12,000 
daily The Council appeals to the Christian world 
to act and save Hungarian Jewry from annihilation 

Archbishop Francis J. Speliman, in a broadcast 
to Hungary iast Mek. appeaicd to the people to 
abstain trom the anti-Semitic activities of the present 
Government The. Archbishop declared that the 
establishment of ghettoes and the looting of Jewish 
property was contrary to Catholic teaching.

92,000 SLAUGHTERED IN MINSK 


A grim situation was revealed when Minsk, the 
capital of White Russia and last German bastion on 
the Eastern Front, was liberated earlier this week. 

Citizens who escaped the Nazi clutches have 
testified that on the first day of the German occupa- 
tion of Minsk, just over three years ago, 15,000 
Jews were killed. 

Altogether, is estimated, 92,000 Jews were 
butchered in the city. 

Guerrillas who were active in the district rescued 
many Jews from the ghetto. 


3,000 JEWS SLAIN IN ITALY 


Joseph Bankawer, a Jewish settler from Ramat 
Hakovesh, now serving with a Palestinian unit in 
Italy, writes (says a message from our correspondent 
in Jerusalem) that the Germans have killed 3,000 
In addition to the 9,000 Jews still sur- 
viving, Bankawer writes, there are some 1,400 from 
France, Yugoslavia, and Poland. There are also 
600 from Northern Italy who need immediate help. 
They lived in the catacombs of Rome aided by the 
Catholic Church during the German occupation.

Orel Jew-Butcher Captured 


The Red Army's break-through in White Russia 
has led to the capture of six Nazi generals, including 
the notorious Major-General Hammann, or Haman, 
Commandant of Bobruisk and former Com- 
mandant of Ore! 

Described as the “ bilackest villain yet unhung in 
Russia,” he is to be tried as a war criminal. He was 
responsible for the wholesale massacre of Red Army 
prisoners of war and civilians, including the whole 
of the Jewish population Of Orel. 

The official Soviet Tass agency gave a detailed 
account after the town’s liberation last August of 
the horrible massacres that were carried out during 
the German occupation, It was customary, reported 
Tass, for the head of a Jewish family to be sum- 
moned to Gestapo headquarters He never 
returned home. The same night, Nazis would drive 
to his house and carry off the rest of his family, 
including the aged. children, and the infirm 

Later their bodies would be found in a ditch 
on the Bolkhov highway, near the “ Dynamo ” 
shooting range 

So perished all the 5,000 Jews of Orel, and it is 
for thes ghastly crime, in addition to others, that this 
modern Haman is to stand his trial., If found euilty 
he ts certain to be hanged 


RELIEF REACHES POLISH JEWS 


Medical and other relief sent by the International 
Red Cross and by the Swiss section of Osc. the

Riva Bernstein, a former schoolteacher, is typical 
of the innumerable Jewish heroines fighting with 
the partisans. For two years she.was one of a band 
of guerrillas operating in the Poltava district. One 
day she was detailed with a party to blow up an 
enemy train. Just as she was putting the fast 
stick of dynamite in place, the train, loaded with 
troops and munitions, roared along the track. There 
was no time for Riva to get away, so she flung 
herself close to the ground. 

There followed a deafening explosion, which 
hurled the girl a distance of several yards. Her 
comrades later picked her up, muraculously still 
alive, but unconscious. She was fater evacuated 
to a hospital to recuperate and has beeh awarded 
the Order of thé Patriotic War, First Class, for 
gallantry in this and numerous other partisan 
actions. 


Tailor Becomes Guerrilla Leader 


Osipovichi and Raduga, two small towns a little 
to the south-east of Minsk, which have been 
liberated during the past few days, were, in pre-war 
days, almost entirely inhabited by Jews. In Raduga 
lived a 60-year-old tailor named Hillel. 

On the approach of the Germans, Hille! took his 
family and made for the woods. Others followed, 
and when the Germans entered the town, they found 


it deserted and burn it down. The townsfolk 
formed a guerrilla ba half Jewish and half non- 
Jewish. illei was appointed commander. 


In January of this year Hillel's detachment 
wrecked an important sector of the railway and 
routed a strong German supply column. They then 
retired to the woods taking with them considerable 
booty, dnd dug themselves in in the side of a small 
hill, 

An old man went from dyg-out to dug-out one 
day to collect a Minyan, Tell-tale footprints were 
left in the snow and the Germans spotted them. 
The hill was surrounded, and the partisans, heavily 
handicapped, had to fight. The Germans advanced 
from the east with the sun behind them and drove 
the partisans to the western slopes, Half the hill 
was in the enemy's hands when Hillel. gave the 


' signal for his men to lie flat. There was a terrific 


explosion, and, the hill was literally split in two, 
leaving the Germans on one side and the partisans 
on the other. In the confusion, the partisans got 
away to the woods, but had to abandon their winter 


stores. 
Hillel had foreseen the Nazi maneuvyre,. and had — 


had the hill mined. Ever since, this Jewish guerrilla 
r has been nicknamed “ Hillel Splut 
il.”

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‘A PRIORITY FOR PEACE 


REPLYING in the Howse of Lords debate this week in a 
noticeably sympathetic atmosphere to a motion to raise 
a specifically Jewish Army, Lord Crort, Under-Secretary 
for War, gave an assurance that the formation of a Jewish 
Brigade or Brigade Group was being very carefully con- 
sidered by the Government. While no one would wish to 


tstablished 184) 


read too much into this statement, it is nevertheless per- 


missible to regard it as marking a definite step forward 
in a movement sustained by the Commitices for a Jewish 
Army. here and i the United States, with much persistence 
in the face of many setbacks, and not less by the: devoted 
assistance of non-Jews like Lord Srrapoioi, by whom the 
motion referred to was tabled. At the very start of the 
war. Dr. WeizmMann cabled to the British Government a 
pledge of all the resources of the Jewish people for its 
prosecution. This promise has been persistently repeated 
yn the pleas of the American and British Committees, com- 
posed not only of Jews but of influential non-Jews of all 
parties, creeds, and classes, for the creation of a Jewish 
Army. These efforts have had to contend with various 
official doubts and hesitations, and unquestionably have 
incurred resistance from political considerations far removed 


from either the justice or the wisdom which are the bases © 


of the Jewish Army cause. It is only fittine now to express 
the earnest hope that the Government have at last realised 
that. in the interests of a world freed from the menace of a 
third war, the project for enabling Jews to fight against the 
enemy as Jews is to-day an urgent priority. It is a matter of 
grave importance to the future world well-being that the 
German people after this war shall be forced to realise that 
the Jews, with all that word connotes for the Germans, were 
among the Allics which militarily defeated them. Time ts 
running short and the opportunity once lost will be bitterly 
regretted by those to whom the task of educating the Nazism 
out of the future inhabitants of Central Europe will fall. 
Meanwhile, the Jewish battalions in the Palestinian Regi- 
ment stand trained and equipped, as the ready-made 
nucleus of the formation of which Lotd Crort spoke. Ihe 
building of them into a Brigade, with all the necessary 
adjuncts, should be a rapidly accomplished task. . 
There is a truly grave risk lest the bloody struggle in 
which we are engaged be sometimies regarded as merely a 
fight between contending powers in which the gallantry of 
the Allied Armies and their preponderance in war material 
will secure them victory. There isa risk of forgetting that 
it is a conflict deliberately embarked upon for the over- 
throw of cruel and unclean heresies, and thei substitu- 
tion by decent and sane ideals. One of the most formid- 
able of these filthy herésies is that of racialism, and the 
wicked obsession that a master race has the inborn right 
by reason of its excessive brutality and ruthicssness to 
dominate other races classified in descending categories of 
inferiority down to that of “sub-human.” Acting on that 
arrogant claim, the Germans have overrun the “ inferior ~ 
peoples and dragooned and bludgeoned them into 
impotence. On the same ground the Jews of Europe are 
being ruthlessly exterminated as the lowest of the “ sub- 


human ” species not fit to tread the same carth as the Ger- 


man super-men. The Jew has been, during all these fearful 
war years, the target of the race-mad fiends, and the helpless 
object on which to demonstrate the savagery of racialism in 
action and in its fiercest and most bestial mood. H now, 
these despised and rejected people can be enrolledina Jewish 
Army, proving themselves on the field of battle, and destined 
to march as co-victors into Berlin, the German “superiority” 


cult will be given the lic in the most resounding and con- 


vincing of fashions, in a way, moreover, plain and-mescap- 
able for the most thickheaded of Teutons. How better could 
the racialism pestilence be countered, and what. ‘better 
renforcement brought, as a consequence, to. democratic 
ideals and the political beliefs of those peoples who are 
yearning and battling for peate and brotherhood of men? 
A Jewish Army marchirig and fighting, and helping to 
destroy the much-vaunted invincible army of the Herren- 


volk would strike at the very foundations on which the. 


whole vile Nazi structure rests and would deal that curse 
the shrewdest of blows. It has been & quick consciousness 
of the benefits this would bring to all, that has largely 
inspired these men and women in the Jewish Army. Com- 
mittees to toil and struggle in that cause. Dagon fallen 
on his face to the earth is a persuasive spectacle that even 
the most obfuscated and swaggering of the S.S. men 
cannot fail to understand. 

Nor is the humbling of racial arrogance all the advan- 
lage which the forming of a Jewish Army would bring 
m the way of building up a world safe from war and from 
the hates and misconceptions that set people against people. 
What has vastly aggravated the Jewish problem has been 
the Jew’s powerlessness to strike a blow, as Jew, in his 
own defence, and his’ incessant a ls, here, there, and 


almost everywhere, to others to champion his cause. He 


has been impotent to do what has universally been under- 
Stood as a full man’s daty. True, there are more than a 
millon Jews rendering gallant service in the Allied Armies, 


and everywhere they are .winning distinctions and decora- 
Hoes for the highest- gallantry and the finest military 


qualities. Only this week a Russian Jewish soldier, General 
nyakhovsky, has led an Allied army in brilliant victory. 


But how many people anywhere are aware of these 
facts? There are thousands more Jews outside the 
territories and categories from which the armed forces are 
drawn, cager to rectify this fateful omission and restore 
to their people the respect of other nations, and, what is 
of no less importance, our own Jewish self-respect, and in 
the process to blast away the Jewish problem by which the 
interests of the whole world are affected. 

This is no mere idle fancy. Until a few months ago, 
France lay prostrate and abashed, prayimg, as Jews have 
been asked to pray, for deliverance, through the prowess 
of their friends.. Then the French troops went into action. 
Their heroism and success was everywhere applauded. The 
French nation had risen to its feet, proud and rejuvenated. 
We ask the same miracle for Jews—one more to the many 
which have preserved them to this day. Hir_er knew what 
he was doing when, early in his vile career, he banned the 
Jews from his army and erased Jewish names from the 
German war memorials. His only successful “ intuition ~ 
taught him that thus the mark of inferiority would be 
stamped for ever on the German Jew—at any rate in 
the minds of his countrymen. If we here reject a Jewish 
Army fighting in its own namic and right, we are only 
playing Hir_er’s game, whereas, contrariwise, we should 
go a long way to ruining it. The other day Dr. RIFBEN- 
FELD, of the New Zionist Organisation, recounted a story 
of visitors in an English hotel who persisted in decrying the 
Jews and in théir belief that no Jews were fighting in this 
war, Then came “D-Day.” and over the wireless the com- 
mentator’s announcement that Lt: ROSENBLOOM was the first 
of the American troops to leap ashore at Normandy. Ina 
flash the anti-Semitic hotel dwellers altered their attitude. 
An ounce of fact had demolished a mountain of propaganda. 

What more need be said-—except this: that the honour 
of a people is not only its dearest, but in practical fact tts 
most vital possession. The people that loses it, Mr. 
CHURCHILL has told us, loses all, and though a people lose 
all but honour, all is not lost. A peopic, however, do lose 
it when, whatever be the reason, they are branded by the 
decisions of others, if not by their. words,.as unfit Gr 
unsuitable to bear arms as a people in thew own defence. 
Inevitably they are degraded in their own and others’ 
estimation to the level of eternal beggary. Without a 
Jewish Army, that’ catastrophe can never be undone. It 
was so ih the days of Moses and David and the Maccabees. 
lt 1s SO to-day. We urge the Allied Governments to thimk 
on these things and to recognise this priority in urgency 
amongst the things which must be done immediately if 
Nazism as well as the Nazis is to be destroyed. 


FREEDOM OF THE AIR? 

Mucn is heard of the steps in contemplation to control by 
international agreement the power of Germany to rearm for 
a third world war. But nothing is said concerning its power 
io. wage A formidable war of words. International action 
is asserting itself in many directions where the possibilities of 
conflict arise-—in the intérrational control of civil aviation, 
and regulation of national currencies. Even before-the present 


war, orderly development of wireless was secured by an inter-— 


national agreement for the allocation of wave-lengths.. It 
may be argued that these things were easier of accomplishment 
than anv international control of propaganda is likely to. be. 
No one would deny this very obvious fact. At the same time, 
however, the obstacles in the way of the other matters in 


‘which international control is being scerht should not be 


under-estimated, as the monctary conference in the U.S.A. 
proves Nevertheless, strenuous attempts are being made to 
overcome them and there is reasonable hopes for results. The 
freedom of the air cannot be given without let or hindrance 
tO any miscreant or bunch of migcreants in any country who 
choose to explo new methods of propaganda or heaven knows 
what new devilish “secret weapons,” and who may succeed 
where Hitler and his fellow-culprits hate failed. War-preven- 
tion must be “total” or nothing. In any event, there is one 
initial step that may be taken, if only by way of experiment 
the- banning everywhere of broadcast attacks on nations and 
communities. Jews, who have suffered so tragically from the 
absence of such a measure, have the right to demand this 
as a modicum of protection in the post-war world and, at the 
same time, as one potent means of helping forward a new 
and better era for the rest of the peoples. The whole question 
cannot be shelved if there is really to be enduring peace. 


PROPAGANDA—AFTER THE WAR 


Tne question has recently been raised in Parliament, whether 
the Ministry of Information is to be closed dow at the end 
of the war or continue, This matter is only part of a much 
lareer and far more serious one—the whole future of inter- 
national propaganda, Recent and present events have revealed 
propaganda as, if not anything new, yet in its modern WOrking 
and in its immensely increased scope something truly por- 
tentous and dangerous. To Hitler and his associated Govern- 
ments, as everyone by now knows, it has been nothing short 


‘of a first-class lethal weapon of war. Indeed, it has been more, 


paving the way for the efforts of his Wehrmacht, his Luft- 
waffe, and his Navy, by confusing the multitude, cheating 
them, setting them by the cars, and generally sapping the 
resistance of opponents. Carried on with Satanic cunning, 
protected from exposure by the ban on information and com- 
munication from untainted sources, this war of words has 
enabled the character of the Jewish and other péoples to be 
blackened alfnost with impunity. Without the weapon of 
propaganda it is certain that the Nazi regime would never have 
come mto existence, and even if it had secured a foothold 
it would have been ended long ago if the truth had not been 
strangled. Is this deadly weapon, with all its vast potentialities 
for mischief, to go quite unregulated when peace returns? 
The matter is, surely, one of the most urgent importance, which 


cannot be too soon taken under consideration.

A LISBON THRILLER 


Havine long been the central figures in an unspeakable 
tragedy, Jews now suddenl¢ find themselves heroes, or villains, 
in a story heavily tinged with melodrama of a kind sich as 
William Le Qucux himself might not have disdained to write. 
So much importance was attached to it that the Lisbon corre- 
spondent of THe Times thought it necessary to cable it to 
London, where it was accorded the prominence duc to so 
Original and sensational a tale. Briefly, it announced fhat 32 
members of wealthy business families in Hungary, “ mainis 
Jewish industrialists,” had arrived in the Portuguese capital, 
by German civil aircraft, in the hope of going to America. 
Among them were Chorin and Weiss, reputed to be the 
richest men in Hungary, with a virtual monopoly of Hungarian 
heavy steel and munitions industries (sic). These two Croesuses 
were said to have been arrested om March 19 and taken to 
Vienna. The Hungarian Government interceded, and so they 
were released, and back they came to Budapest. There, without 
telling their kindhearted Hungarian protectors, they “ made an 
important deal with a German financial group,’ and were con- 
sequently permitted to leave Hungary with their families, bot 

and here comes the characteristic Nazi touch—each family 
had todeave a hostage behind as a guarantee of thew good 
behaviour. From Hungary to Stuttgart by special train, three 
special German acroplanes in waiting, and off they flew to Lisbon, 


where they deposited with the Portuguese Customs authorities © 


the “cash, jewels, and gold” which they had been permitted, 
presumably by the Hungarian and German authorities, to take 
out with them. In a dispatch sent five days afterwards-—the 
story now threatens to become a serial—THe Times corre- 
spondent cabled that “the 32 wealthy Hungarian Jewish 
industrialists “——-by now all these individuals had, it seems, 
become Jews--had not managed, after all, to fly away to 
America, but had been taken from Lisbon and “ segregated 
in a Portuguese village,” because their visas had been forged. 


INEAHAUSTIBLE WEALTH! 


As the story now stands its true significance is anybedy« 
guess, all that is plain being that at any rate in its present form 
it is euite a long long way from the truth, which may or may 
not lurk behind u. How, one wonders, are we to account 
for the sudden spasm of Hungarian pro-Jewish benevolence 
which procured the wealthy Jews’ release from Hungary? Is 
very likely that the German authorities found themselves 
obliged to “deal” with rich Jews by any other methods thae 
those of robbery and murder? After having slaughtered a few 
million Jews for nothing, why boggle at “ liquidating ~ a paltry 
32 for sound financial reasons? Who wef the people who, 
as a consequence of the deal, “ permitted” them to leave 
Hungary, #f not the Hungarian Government, and why the 
denial of all knowledge on their part? Why was it necessary 
io procure “forged visas to Portugal, seemg that Germans 
big and small fly to and from Portugal every day on the 
Nazis’ business? And what was the purpose Of making sure 
of advertising the whole thing by not telling the Portuguese 
Government in advance of the flying industrialists’ arrival? 
No explanations of these mysteries are provided. Perhaps they 
will be given in the next chapter. But the story becomes 
“ curiouser and curiouser” the more oné examines ft, for the 
“cash, jewels, and. gold.” which Messrs. Chorin and Weiss 
“ were allowed to take out of Hungary” we discover actually 
figured in the list of confiscations published officially in Hungary 
in a Budapest newspaper jast April. 


RATS BEGIN TO LEAVE 

SUPPOSE that mysterious company of 32 were not Jews at all. 
but “good Aryan” Nazi financial experts, possibly including 
the famihes of Nazi leaders, sent to Portugal in order to 
arrange for the safe smuggling away to Argentina of the 
private fortunes of the Nazi ruling gangsters, looted in part 
from their own countrymen and in part from the overrun 
countries. What less suspicious cover could a Nazi devise than 
that of Jews fleeing from German persecution? No one would 
think of looking too closely at such common and unimportant 
phenomena, even if the fact that they were reported to be 
Jews who had done a deal with Nazis had not made them 
the kind of revolting creatures from which ene would wish to 
turn the nose, as well as the eyes. A pointer to this solution 
is quite conceivably provided by the wireless announcement, 
this week, of the transference of gold from Germany to 
Portugal. Certainly, if this. guess be correct, the Portuguese 
must by now be aware of the true hature of these “ Jewish 
refugees,” and have probably segtegated them from peering 
eyes in the hope of avoiding being dragged into the nasty 
mess which would accompany the revelation of the facts. 
As Jews, 32 of whose brethren have been depicted to the world 
in this story in a not very agreeable light, we have a strong claim 
to the clearing up of this “ strange eventful history.” 


“ BACK TO HEBRAISM ”

“ Judaism,” he says, “ has maintained the authentic Biblical 
concern for @ right ordering of life in this world, and a solation 
of the general religious problem ‘is bound up with a sehition 

of the Jewish problem.”

COMMUNAL TAXATION 
ESSENTIAL 


Dr. Nathan Morris’s Manchester 
Warning 


Jewish education will not survive if there is no 
system of communal taxation, said Dr. Nathan 
Morris. of the Joint Emergency Committee, when 
addressing the Council of Manehester and Salford 
Jews oo Sunday, at the Yeshurun Hall, Great Syna- 
goguc, Manchester, Councillor A. Moss, Presudent 
of the Council, was the Chairman 

Dr. Morris. speaking of the effect on Jewish 
education of the Education Bill, said that “* Jews 
must realise that the Govermment ts not gomg to 
pay for our éducation; it ts going to provide facili- 
ties for its development. But we do not want any- 
one but ourselves to pay for Jewish education.” 

Dealing with the different phases of education, the 

aker referred, first. to nursery schools. All 

iidren would be admitted to all nursery sciols 
and there would be no denommationa! barriers 

Next. in the primary stage (for children aged from 
Sto itl) there would be no concessions which they 
had not got now If necessary they would withdraw 
children to alternative accommodation outside the 
schools to give them Jewish education 

From the secondary schools (1! to 13) again they 
would be allowed to withdraw children to alterna- 
tive accommodation. Dr. Morris quoted from a 
letter sent by him to the Board of Education: “ We 
are apecially grateful to you for permitting us to 
quote you as saying that the Board does not intend 
issuing any restrictive regulations with regard to 
denominational teaching on the premises of county 
stcondary schools where no alternative accommo- 
dation is available: that such cases, whether in rural 
arcas or anywhere cise, would be regarded by the 
Board as coming under the provision of Clause 
25. and that. the illustration in the Explanatory 
Memorandum on this point only gives a striking 
case and is not to be tgken literally.” (The Explana- 
tory Memorandum gave the example of a school in 
a rural-area.) 


Young People’s Colleges

GLASGOW’S EDUCATIONAL 
FUNDS 


Shall Board or Talmud Torah 
Control Them ? 


The unification of Jewish educational activities in 
Glasgow was discussed at a meeting of the Jewish 
Education Board, following the announcement by 
Mr. Louis Dacts, J.P. (who presided) that Dr. 
Friedlander had agreed to take over the post of 
full-time Director of Jewish Education. (Dr. Fried- 
lander at present holds the joint position of Director 
of Education and Headmaster of the Talmud Torah.) 

Mr. H, Coutts, speaking on behalf of the Talmud 
Torah, said that they were of the opinion that that 
institution should carry on as at present, but leaving 
the entire educational system in the hands of the 
Board, With regard to the fimancial side, they 
thought that any scheme which needed assistance 
should be put before the Talmud Torah, and they 
would see it was carried through. Mr. H. Fine- 
stone thought the two bodies could mutually assist 
each other, and that the Talmud Torah should be 
maponsible for all expenditure 

Mr. A. Goidbere suggested the transfer of the 
financial side to the Board if they wanted funds 
for education. They wanted to put the entire educa- 
tional organisation on a new basis. on. which the 
Board would be the body responsible for finance. 
The position of the Talmud Torah under swch a 
scheme would be the same as that of any other 
Cheder in the city. Dr. E, Levine and Messrs, A 
Links and B. Mendelsohn supported Mr, Goldberg. 

Mr. J. Woolfson, Secretary of the Board, said that 
the sub-committee set up by the Jewish Representa- 
tive Council, to consider communal taxation for 


educational purposes, had estimated that £13,000. 
per annum was needed, and he could not visualise 


the Talmud Torah going to the public and asking 
them to subscribe that sum. -If the Talmud Torah 
had a surplus at present, it seemed obvious that the 
money should be pooled 

Mr. Coutts said that until the period of transition 
was completed, the Talmud Torah should have 
control of the funds, The Talmud Torah was not 
in disagreement about becoming an integral part ot 
the Board ol E-ducation. 

Mr. S: M. Lipsey declared that something should 
be done to make more people aware ol the existence 
of the Board | 

Rabbi Kopul Rosen, Communal Rabbi, favoured 
Mr. Goldberg's proposal. Rabbi C. Ziskel thought 
they must preserve the name Of the Talmud Torah 
in anv reorganisation scheme 

Eventually, it was agreed that the Board should 
appoint a sub-committee to confer with the Talmud 
Torah in order to reach an agreement 


Proposed Kindergarten 


Dr. Friedlander reported that the Kindergarten 
sub-<Committee had completed the examination of 
the requirements for staffing and equipping the 
proposed nursery school. The Glasgow education 
authorities had intimated that they would give then 
guidance in the adaptation of a house for the 
scheme. The question of a subsidy would be dis- 
cussed with the Director of Education for Glasgow. 

Rabbi Rosen. had a site in view for the proposed 
kindergarten, which would serve the Jewish resi- 
dents in the Crosshill, Langside, Mount Florida, and 
Queen's Park districts. 


Members of the B’nei Akiva will go into camp 
at the Government harvesting hostel near Carlisic 
from July 17 to August 7. They will assist im the 
work of tending the crops and bringing in the harvest 
on farms in the neighbourhood. Services will be held 
daily and kashrut will be observed.

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SERMON FOR THE WEFK 


The Eternal Hatred 


T is to Abarbanel that the credit belongs for 
pomting Out a significant fact in our Sidra which 
has otherwise been overlooked by most Biblical! 

commentators. We usually regard the forty years 
of the wandering of the children of Israel as a 
period spent entirely in the wilderness, remote from 
human habitation and from contact with other 
peoples. The statesman-scholar referred to points 
out that tt was not so. With this week's Sidra a 
profound change is ushered in in the circumstances 
of the desert wanderers which is immediately 
reflected in the incidents which follow. They had 


_feached, conquered, and possessed themscives of a 


habitable country, that of Og, King of Bashan, and 
Sihon, King of the Amorites in Transjordania. 

Simultancously with this change of circumstance 
and the contact with other peoples which it involved, 
there came the natural concomitant of all such 
comtact when Israc!] dwells in a land not its own 
the emergence of what we may convenicnily, if 
maccurately m this imstance, call anti-Semitism, 
“the Eternal Hatred for the Eternal People.” 

The more one considers these ancient craamples 
ihe more is one impressed by the truth that “ plus 
ca change, plus C est la méme chosc.”” This time its 
protagonist is Balak, King of Moab: his immediate 
predecessor was Pharaoh of Feypt. It is remark- 
able how both of them employ exactly the same 
words to rationalise their fear and hatred. 
Pharaoh's words were “ Behold the people of Israc! 
are too many (3%) and too strong (BTZF) for 
us (Exodus i, 9), while Balak complains that 
they are “too many” (Numbers xan., 3) 
and “too mighty (ETE) for mc” (Numbers 
axu., 6). In metther case is the verse to be 
translated as meaning that the children of Isracl 
were greaicr in number or in physical strength 
than thew detractors; the meaning is undoubtedly 
“ they are more numerous and strong fran we 
should like them to be,” tor however tew in 
numbers, however lacking in strength and material 
pewcr the poor Jew may be, he is always too 
numecrous and too strong for those who would wish 
to see tim disappear. 


RY! there are two other factors in this week's 
capression of Jew-hatred which we do well to 
ponder upon, tor we have seen them rceproductd 
with disastrous resulis m our own days. The one 
ss the remarkable power which 1s inherent in 
virulent anti-Semitism to overcome all barriers and 
unite mm an unhely crusade age-long cnemics and 
mveteraic foes. Truly anti-Semiuism makes sirange 
bedicllows, and the first example of if is seen in 
our Sura Moab sends for aid to Midian, “ bul 
were not Moab and Midian deadly, eternal enemies,” 
asks Rashi, “ as it ss written “who smote Mahan 
in the fields of Moab ” (Gen. xxxvi.,. 35), 1.e., that 
Midian made war on Moab? © The answer ts that 
their common fear and common hatred of Israel 
caused them to make peace with one another.” 
How blissfully unaware was Moab that he was 
playing Midian’s game to his own disadvantage, 
falling into his hands! Ais blissfully unaware as are 
all these thoughtless demagogues of our own time 
and of our own Allics who think to combine the 
prosecution of the war agamst Hitler with a cam- 
paign against the first and the chiefest of his \ ictims! 

And the second factor which we tended to ignore 
and to ridicule, until ns devastating resulls became 
apparent even to the most purblind, is the terrific 
iin. the literal sense) power of the mere word, We 
regarded the potential cursing and the ultimate 
blessing of Balaam as belonging to the rcalms of 
black magic and conjuration, to the primitive and 
superstitious fancies of primeval, ignorant man, 
How could a mere uttcrance of the lips harm? How 
could a curse hinder or a blessing help? Until his 
modern successors arose and showed that by the 
mere power of the word—providing that word was 
harnessed to the inexhaustible electric force for evil 
mbherent in hatred of the Jew—by propaganda, bY 
the word written or spoken. broadcast or published, 
a whole people could be faced with destruction, 
nations overthrown and countries so hopelessly 
riven and split that they fell to the predatory foe 
without the firing of a shot. Terrible and awful 
indeed has been the power of the word! 


HAT is our answer to be to the . savage 

unicashing of these forces which aim to destroy 
us? Balaam came to curse and remained to bless, 
but our Rabbis, quoting the verse “ But the Lord 
your God was unwilling to hearken unto Balaam, 
and the Lord your God changed his curse into a 
blessing for you,” ingeniously comment that God 
did not change the intended words which Balaam 
wanted to use, but these very words which Balaam 
meant as a curse, lo and behold, they were in fact 
a blessing! 

However difficult it may be to fit in such a thought 
to some of his propheciés, it can certainly apply to 
ence. “Lo, it is a people that shall dwell alone, 
and shall not be reckoned among the nations.” How 
often have we regarded that verse as a curse, and 
how often it has proved a blessing, not only to us, 
but to mankind as a whole! Our stubborn refusal 
to give up our separate identity, as well as the 
stubborn refusal of the nations to allow us to 
assimilate, the uniqueness oi our history, the clamant 
challenge to the conscience of mankind who are the 
Jews, the Great Protestants of ‘history against the 
mechanical ironing out of the spiritual values which 
lie in a people's culture, our determination, despite 
all blandishments, to remain true to ourselves and 
to our heritage, they may have cost us dear, but 
they have proved, or will yet prove, a blessing io us 
as to mankind as a whole. If we are to be forced 
back on ourselves, isolated and separate, “* dweiling 
alone,””’ we must see that the “ ourselves ” has a 
spiritual content, a beauty of holiness which can 


supply our deepest spiritual needs, lighten our dark- | 


ness, and at the same time be a light unto the 
nations, perplexed, bewildered, lost. 


Israel, the Suffering Servant, can and must bear 
suffering and bear it proudly, for 
* Of the vail of his soul, he shall see to the 
full, even my Servant, 
Who by his knowledge did justify the Righteous 
One io the Many.”’—(Isaiah liti., 11.) 


OBITUARY - 


MR. D. I. SANDELSON 
Resolute Leeds Communal Leader 


The death occurred on Tuesday at the age of 
53 of Mr. David Isambard Sandeison. President of 
the United Hebrew Congregation, Leeds, and a 
prominent worker many communal spheres. 

David |. Sandelson was born at Newcastie-on- 
Tyne, the second son of the late Rabbi Y. M. 
Sandctson, and was educated at the Royal Grammar 
chool, Newcastic, Durham University, and m 
Germany 

In the last war he served as a Stafl-Captam. He 
was sent out to China as H.M. Representative to 
recrun the Chinese Labour Corps for France and 
was later transferred to the Staff of the British 
Milttary Mission to Siberia as icgal adviser unde: 
General Sir Alfired Knox. He was awarded the 
O.8.E. tor his war services. 

Alter the war Mr. Sandelson settied in Lecds, 
practised as a solicitor, and at a young age rapidly 
estabinhed himscif as a leader im the community. 
By 1928 he was President of the Bina: Brith. Vice- 
President of the Great Synagoguc, and an Hon. 
Vice-President of other leading communal institu- 
ie was a PasigMasies Loyalty Lodge 
He took the most promiment Part in the amaigama- 
ion of Leeds Synagogues resulting m the United 
Hebrew Congregation of which he was President 
lor i2 ycars 

In 1929 he was adopted prospective Parliamentary 
Liberal Candidate for Wakefield but the strain 
of Jewsh activities. and heavy professional wort 
compelied fum to sacrifice his poltical ambition 
For the last few years he was on the Executive o! 
the Liberal National Federation (Yorkshire) 

Among Mr. Sandcison’s Jewish interests, the 
cause of education took a high place He was 
President of the Leeds Hebrew Educstion Board, 
and the Leeds Branch of the Friends of the Hebrew 
University, A few years ago he founded a Students’ 
Bursary at Jews’ College in memory of his father. 
He was President of the Lectureship Commitice 
formed to maintain a Lecturer in Hebrew at the 
University of Leeds. And only in recent months 
he gave to the Depariment of Hebrew £500 to 
purchase a Hebrew Library. 

In February of last year the deceased invited 
Northern members of the Board of Deputies and 
others to a conicrence’ fo consider measures 
sirengthening the Board, and securme a wider repre- 
seniation. .But his high hopes of a unified frce 
in Angilo-Jewish affairs were disappointed by the 
( AUCs capture of the Board and the destruction of 
ihe Jot Foren Commiuttec. A passionate Zionist 
irom his earhest days, he saw in the Board's break 
with the Anglo-Jewish Association an unnecessary 
dangc? to Zionism at a critical period, and a danger 
of the community being divided into fragments and 
individual groups working in opposition and rivalry. 
But he «till maintained hopes of eventual uniuy, and 
strove as a member of the Deputies and its Pales- 
ime and Foremgn Affairs Committecs, and of the 
Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association, towards 
this end.

“ As Grand Master of the Order and as Chairman 
of the Association of Jewish Friendly Socicties, 
which organisation he helped to establish in 1915, 
he gave his services to thousands of corcligionisis. 
The Convalescent Home received his special! aticn- 
tion, both as Chairman and founder. He repre- 
senied the Friendly Socicties at the Deputies. 

‘A contemporary of Myer Cash, Barnet Fersht, 
and Sydney De Haas, he fought alongside them fo: 
mghts and privileges long overduc to men and 
women in the Jewish Friendly Socicties Movement,” 
writes Mr. Alfirédd D. Bermel, Secretary of the 
Association of Jewish Friendly Socicties. 

Mr. Levy acted as Whip and Secretary to the 
Palestine Relations Committee of the Zionist 


Federation (the Caucus) when it captured the Board 


last year. 

MR. WILFRED MORRIS BOGOD (Cardiff). 
aged SS, was a gencrous supporter of Jewish and 
non-Jewish charities, giving particular Attention to 
the Jewish Board of Guardians and the Refugee 
Movement. He promoted the Bogod Silver Merit 
Cup to be competed for cach year at the .Windsdér 
Place Hebrew Classes, Recently Mr, Bogod spon- 
sored a mobile canteen for the Forces which his 
only daughter, Mrs. Babs Simons, drives about in 
the Welsh Command. His only son, Captain Philip 
Maxwell Bogod, died on operational flying service 
last year. His widow is Chairman of the British 
Red Cross Committee and Treasurer of the Cardiff 
Jewish Hospitality Committee. 


THE REV. ABRAHAM PLASKOW., aged 28, who 
died as a result of enemy action, was for several 
years Chazan at the Springtield Synagogue, and was 
a prominent member of the Mizrachi Movement, 
and formerly Chairman of the North London Torah 
Va'Avodah. Mr. Sidney Scott, on whose Hebrew 
staff he was, at the Sigdon Road L.C.C. School, 
writes: “ He was a man of sterling character with 
a high sense of duty, keen to maintain the highest 
standards and ring No pains tn the interest of his 
pupils.” The Rev. Dr. Aron Cohen writes: “ He 
was possessed of a fine voice, and the services he 
coriducted im Tel-Aviv in Palestine will long be 
remembered by the Young Israci Society. He 
worked assiduously for all Jewish causes, and the 
young people in particular will miss him.”

If for any reason it is impossible for you to apply personally (or through a 
friend) for your new Ration Book you will be able to get it by post. Watch for * 
local advertisements giving the carliest date on which postal application may be 
made. If you have to apply by post you must send your present Ration Bdéok 
(after filling in page 3), and your Identity Card (be sure you have signed it), to 
the Food Office. These documents are valuable and must be sent by registered post. 
The Ministry of Food will not accept responsibility for them otherwise, Your 
Identity Card and Ration Books will be returned by registered post and cannot 
be handed to anyone calling at the Food Office. 


Have vou Re-registered yet? 


The distribution of the new Ration Books is going exceedingly well and the 
majority of the books have now been issued. Please help still further by 
re-registering with retailers as quickly as possible after getting your new books. 


Hiow ta Re-register 


1. On page 6 of your new Ration Book write the names and addresses of the 
retailers with whom you wi.h to register. (If you know that your retailer uses 
a rubber stamp, you can leave this job to him.) 

2. On page 8, write your name and address in the spaces against MEAT, 

. EGGS (if you buy them from a retailer), FATS, CHEESE, BACON, 
SUGAR. 

3. Take the Ration Book to cach retailer to cut out the proper counterfotls. 
Don’t cut them out yourself.

Mitah Of Non-Jewesses’ Sons Against 
Jewish Law 


Dayan H. M. Lazarus, on behalf of the Beth Dia, 
declared that is was against the Jewish law for a 
mohel to circumcise a child of a non-Jewish mother, 
when he spoke last week at the annua! meeting of 
the Initiation Society, over which the President and 
Treasurer, Lord Swaythling, presided. The meciing 
was held at 1!4, Old Broad Street, E.C 2 

Lord Swaythimg said that at the commiuttce meet- 
ing held on May 30 it was stated by more than one 
member that in recent months applications had been 
received for Milah where the mother was a non- 
Jewess. 

The ._Medica! Officer, Dr. L. V. Snowman, said 
Mohelim and the general public should take the 
greatest care to see that Milah was not performed 
im cases where the mother was not a Jewess. |) 
was against the Jewrsh law to do so. 

Rev. A. Littenberg said he knew that many 
Mohelim were performing Mulah in such cases 
There were Mohelim doing this who were also 
members of their society and they should be 


‘removed from their register. 


Speaking as the representative of the Beth Din 
on the Committee of the Society, Dayan Lazarus 
made it perfectly clear that jt was agaist the Jewish 
law for a miohel to circumcise a child of an noa- 
Jewish mother, and that such circumcision did no! 
admit the child as a Jew. . Furthermore, said the 


Dayan, it was misleading, because fathers who had — 


married oul of their fanh were anxious to have 
their soms circumcised and then to pass them off 
as Jewish-born children 

The President suggesied that the Committee 
should consider this question and decide on what 
steps to take as far as the Mohelim were concerned 

Proposing the adoption of the report and accounts, 
Lord Swaythling spoke of the difficulties which the 
Society underwent owing to the cases being spread 
all over the country and the addttional expenditurc 
which the Society was put to for that reason 

Dr. L.. V. Snowman, seconding, said that this 
year the Society would have completed 200 years 
of service to the community. . While retaining tts 
original function of providing for the Milahs of the 
poor of the community, most mportant function 
in these days was the traming of Mohelim 
Aithough this work suffered a set-back during the 
first years of the war, he was giad to be able io 
report that durme the last. year they had tramed 
Mohelim for Edinburgh, Leicester, Liverpool, 
Southport. and Amersham. If anyone was desirous 
ol preparing homself for this work in post-war 
Furopean Jewish communities, he would find the 
Society ready to help him. He would also like io 
appeal to the community to employ only Mohelmm 
whose names appeared on the Society's regster. 
because there had heen cases where the rite had 
been brought into disrepute through the employ-

These offices are to be established 
in all parts of the country and are to be staffed by 
civil servants with experience of the existing wellare 
organisation of the Ministry of Labour, and aided 
by local committees and others with local know- 
tedec. Job advice will form a consederable part 
of the work undertaken. 


The Minister of Agriculture and Fisheries, and the 
President of the Board of Education have jomitly 
appomted a Commuttee to advise them on ali aspecis 
of agricultural education to be provided by loca! 
education authorities and particularily on the educa- 
tional policy and methods of training to be adopted

JERUSALEM 
By AUNTIE 


EXT Sunday is a fast day, the anniversary of 
when a breach was made in the walls ol 
Jerusalem during the days of the First Temple. 

Let us see what Jerusalem, our capital, was like in 
the days of old it had @ lovely situation, with the 
Mediterranean sca not far away, on the onc side, 
and the Rive; Jordan on the other, m the midst ol 
the mountains and valleys of Judea. Access to 
Jerusalem was casy only from the north and north- 
west, It is easy to see, when we remember thai 
Jerusalem was enclosed by hills, why David sang in 
one of his best known psalms, “* 1 will lift up mine 
eyes unto the hills, whence cometh my help.” was 
King David who made Jerusalem the royal city by 
building his palace of stone and cedar-wood there, 
and his son Solomon furthered its importance by 
building the Temple in the area and also by erecting 
a palace for himself which took 13 years to finish. 
After the death of Solomon, Palestine was divided 
into two kingdoms, and Jerusalem saw many 
changes. It was captured once by Shishal!, King of 
Fey, and history .relates many baitles that took 
place at its gates. 

Hezckiah, later King, tried to-improve the waiter 
supply, im case of siege. by cutting off a flow of 
water io the north and directing it through a rock, 
as the natural water supply is poor. 

Then in the reign of Jehoiakim, Nebuchadnezzar 
of Babylon made his first invasion of Palestine and. 
alter a siege of 18 months, on this day that we are 
observing, attacked Jerusalem. The Temple was 
destroyed on the 9th of Av and many.of the Temple 
vessels were Carried away. 

As you will remember, the captives were allowed 
io return, and a Second Temple was built and dedi- 
caled 70 years later. Then again came an invasion,

this time from Rome, and Jerusalem again fell mio 
enemy hands. While Julius Cacsar, Emperor of! 
Rome. was conguering Gaul (France) and Britain. 
Herod, the son of the late governor of Jerusalem, 
managed to be appointed King. His cruelty is stil! 
a byword but he wanted popularity and tried to win 
it by building. He rebuilt the Temple, erecicd 
theatres, and strengthened the city walls 

Old cusioms in Jerusalem at this time are men- 
tioned in rabbinical writings. For example. a mar 
invited to a meal turned up one of his sleeves as a 
sign ol acceptance; a Dag was hung at the door 
of a house where a feast was being held, and when 
the guests had all arrived, it was taken down and 
no one clse could come in. 
year, Av 1S and Yom Kippur, the young girls went 
out m borrowed white garntents, so that none who 
was poor was ashamed: and they danced in the 
vineyards and young men could choose their brides 
trom among them 

I cannot leave Jerusalem without some reference 
to the Wailing Wali, which is the old Western Wal! 
of the Temple. Services are held there every Friday 
evening and Shabbat and Yomiov. This is the chief 
place of pilgrimage for Jews, as the Temple site is 
for the Moslems and the Church. of the Holy 
Sepulchre for the Christians. Thus Jerusalem is the 
Holy City for all three religions.

Mr. ‘Rogers's first unofficial visit in London last 
week was to the office of the Committee for a 
Jewish Army. In America he is one of the leading 
members of this Committee, and last September he 
came specially to London on its behalf, and 
addressed séveral meetings of Members of Parlia- 
ment and public meetings in the interests of the 
movement, for enabling Jews who are not already 
hable to service to jom in the fight at the front 
against the Nazis.

Post-War 


“Planning”? 


Our contributor submits that the 
world is still in need of direction 


S a planned world irreconcilable with private 
enterprise or individual development? This 
question must e¢xercise the minds of many, 

especially of women, who stand to lose so much ol 
their personal freedom from any extension of con- 
trol by the State. It is significant that in all planned 
and organised natiowal or communal adventures, 
from the flight of the children of Israci trom Egypt 
down to the organisation and administration of 
modern Russia, it has been the women who have 
made possible the sucgess of the forces of action, 
and will perhaps be drseovered by hrstormans after 
this war that the debasement of women in the Nazi 
and Fascist regimes was a big factor in their un- 
doing. 

What. then, is the woman's attitude to a planned 
existence, and how far is she willing or even anxious 
to forgo supposedly for the common good.the liberty 
and freedom of the home which was once her undis- 
puted domain? In war-time, naturally, women, like 


‘all ciuzens, have no choice but to comply with regu- 


lations and to co-operate so far as they can with the 
necessarily mechanical methods of fitting human 
beings into the immediate task of defence and - 
attack. But already, with victory in sight, this ques- 
tion of how much planning and regimentation we 


are to accept after the war has arisen. 


¢ conditions that obtained in Russia between 
the two wars could scarcely ever be described as 
peace, so that the imposition from above of authori- 
tative planning was never so much of an issue as it 
will no doubt be for the women of the free demo- 
cracies when the present struggle is over. Yet some 
form of planning of our daily lives, many kinds of 
restriction on our persona! liberties, and the invasion 
of the home by the State in the form of compulsory 
military or technical training for all young people 
are probably inevitable for many years to come 
We are laced with the position that each war puts 
back the clock .where high principles and good 
conduct are concerned, and unless we dcliberaicly 
decide to do something about i, the process will tend 
to be perpetual. Once more this is predominantly 
a woman's probiem, since in the first instance the 
care and training of the very young are her charge. 
Can we, standing on the ashes of what was once a 
proud and distinguished European civilisation, stem 
the torces of evil which must, unless we prevent 1, 
undermine and eventually destroy the future genera- 
tions of European—and now of course American— 
men and women? And shall we accomplish this 
best in our own personal way, or by means of 
multiple effort and co-operative endeavour? 


Uniting Both Methods 


The answer is that we can best strive to repair the 
moral damage of the two wars by a combination ol! 
effort, that unites both methods. In the first place 
we must regard mankind as a very sick being, 
moraily speaking. It is no use deluding ourselves 
that the trouble begins and ends only with the 
enemy. Unfortunately the doing of evil, such as has 
been the réle of the Germans during two or even 
three generations, is not confined to their own midst. 
any more than plagues or epidemics ever stay in the 
spot where they first germinate. or do the moral and 
mental sicknesses that arise from teachings of false 
prophets, The very victories of the Germans in the 
early days of this war were made possible only by 
the systematic undermining of sections of the popu- 
jations into which the marauding armies marched. 

Once we accept the obvious proposition that spch 
evils have no boundaries, we must seriously begm 
to examine the symptoms of the evils that lie right 
under our noses, and set durselves to the task of 
remedial treatment, And here it ts that the women 
of the post-war world can and must play an 
mportant réle in world regeneration, if real peace 
and security are ever to be secured. We must accept 
for the time being the restrictions and the un- 
pleasant and irksome constraints of “ planning,” 
not because we believe that.man was ever intended 
to be organised like the termite or regimented like 
a robot, but because in the present sad juncture he 
needs nothing short of a strait-waistcoat to keep 
him from destroying himself, 

No wise woman whose child has sustained a 
fractured limb takes off the splint or plaster that 
keeps it in place until the processes of nature have 
repaired the break. It is exactly in that light that 
women should regard any imposition of restrictions 
that may be necessary after the war and until the 
nations have really expunged the horror that was 
Nazi and Fascist doctrine. Sensible people do not 
rave about this process, They do not exalt to the 
skies the chains with which t must bind them- 
selves, but if they really wish to see the return of a 
world in which noble principles and high ideals can 
operate, they submit for as long as is necessary to 
the restrictions that alone can restore the twisted 
standards. To women. too, 
there is relegated the most vital of all tasks. that 
of forming and influencing the minds of the ver 
young in such ways as will make peace on casth 
a reality.
